25-32    First  couple  dance  reel  of  four  diagonally  with  first  corners,  finishing  by 
dancing  round  each  other,  passing  right  shoulders  to  face  second 
corners . 

33-40    First  couple  dance  reel  of  four  diagonally  with  second  corners,  finish- 
ing on  own  sides  in  second  place. 
41-48    Second,  first  and  third  couples  dance  six  hands  round  and  back  again. 
Repeat,  having  passed  a  couple.

37-40    First  couple  set  to  and  turn  each  other  to  finish  facing  second  cor- 
ners again. 

41-  46    Reels  of  three  on  the  sides,  first  couple  beginning  reel  by  giving 

right  shoulder  to  second  corner. 
47-48    First  couple  cross  over  to  own  sides.

Fourth,  third  and  second  couples  dance  half  a  reel  of  three  on  own 

sideSj  to  finish  in  the  order  2,  3,  4, 1.     Fig.  3. 
All  four  couples  turn  with  right  hands.

1-16    First,  second  and  third  couples  dance  reels  of  three  on  opposite  sides 
and  then  on  own  sides.   First  couple  begin  by  crossing  to  the 
middle  of  opposite  sides  and  thereafter  every  dancer,  on  reaching 
the  top  position  on  either  side,  crosses  to  the  middle  of  the  oth- 
er side,  i.e.  every  man  follows  the  same  track  as  the  first  man, 
and  every  woman  the  same  track  as  the  first  woman.  Figs.  1&2. 

17-  20  First  couple  set,  then  giving  right  hands  in  passing,  cross  over  and 
cast  off  one  place.      Second  couple  move  up. 

21-  28  First  couple  lead  down  the  middle,  cross  below  third  couple  and  cast 
up  round  them;  lead  up  between  the  second  couple  and  cast  off 
into  second  place. 

29-32    Second,  first  and  third  couples  turn  partners  with  right  hands. 

Repeat,  having  passed  a  couple.

At  the  same 
time  fourth  couple  dance  four  hands  round  with  second  couple  using 
fourth  step  to  dance  down  on  women's  side  to  join  third  couple.  On 
the  fourth  step  the  dancers  should  be  in  one  large  circle.  Fig.  1. 

21-24    First  couple  with  second  couple,  and  fourth  couple  with  third  couple ,  now 
dance  four  hands  round  to  the  left  to  finish  all  in  original  places. 

25-27    All  four  couples  dance  first  three  steps  of  Grand  Chain.    Fig.  2. 

28-32    First  couple, having  reached  the  bottom,  turn  each  other  one-and-a- 
half  times  with  right  hands  and  remain  in  fourth  place.  Meanwhile, 
second,  third  and  fourth  couples  continue  the  Grand  Chain,  phrasing 
it  so  as  to  finish  on  their  own  sides  in  first,  second  and  third 
places  respectively. 

Repeat,  with  new  couple  leading.
